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L ANGUAGE OF COLORS. 

Idea* *nd Srntimenta \\ hirh Art KzprMtd 
by IMJIrrmt Ha**. 

The three primsry color*, red, bine 
and yellow, are the base of the lan- 
guage, and the secondary line*, from 
the blending of which tho most com- 
plicated and delicate tints are derived, 
corn- p»nd to the grammatical roott 
of s|ioken ton goes. 

Red is a warm color. Its type is 
found in the rainbow or prismatic 
spectrum and the common wild poppy. 
It isindicatire of jubilation, victory 
and anient love. By the law of oppo- 
sites that is to say, on the old principle 
that extremes meet, it is the emblem 
of bloodshed and reven ge. 

In me liarval art, bine was eminently 
symbolical. Azure was typical of im- 
mortality. and it became the custom to 
cover the coffin* of children with- blue 
clo:h. The ceiling of churches were 
painted blue and powdered with stars, 
to represent the canopy of heaven over 
the faithful. This color was used in 
drai series by the old masters to typify 
modesty; and the Virgin Mary is found 
in their works clothed in a blue mantle, 
lu h.Toic shields blue stood for chastity, 
loyalty and good repute. From this 
last signification, doubtless, the term 
•‘blue blood"' took its rise. 

Lore, constancy and wisdom are the 
attributes of yellow. This tint is found 
in all its winsome purity in the com- 
mon buttercup of the pastures. In 
China, yellow is emhlamatic of faith. 
On the other hand, yellow stands for 
treason and jealousy. In Spain, the 
garb of the public executioner is red and 
yellow, and symbolizes the vengeance 
of the law and the infamy of the crimi- 
nal. In the olden time the French were 
accustomed to daub the lintels of a 
traitor's house with yellow paint, and 
in cummcmor ttian of Christ's betrayal, 
Jews wore obliged in many countries 
to wear garments of the same color. 
Judas in the illuminated missals of the 
middle ages, was always pictured in 
yellow raiment. 

The secondary colors are equally 
pregnant with significance. Brown, 
ever since the mos: remote period, has 
been the «ign of woa. The dun robes 
of certain religious orders are eloquent 
of renunciation and penitence. Green, 
among all nations, is considered em- 
blematic of the joy of spring and the 
promise of harvest. With the Greek* 
it le-tokene 1 victory. The standard* 
of Mahomet's armies were green. The 
color is still held sacred by the fol- 
lower- of Islam, an 1 none but the bona 
fide descendants of Allah's prophet 
may iudulg: in the luxury of a green 
turban. 

The blended hue of red and yellow, 
namely, orange, has le-cn the symbol 
of indissoluble marriage from time im- 
memorial. The wife of the priest of 
Jcpitrr wore an orange veil and her 
divorce was prohibited. The color 
thus became a fetici'ou* omen. Virgil 
arrays Helen of Troy in a saffron 
bridal veil, ami the wreath of orange 
blossom* on the hea l of the modern 
lie'lc is a survit al of the tradition. 

Bin.-’;, tiic negation of color, has a 
universal significance of grief and 
mourning. In altered paintings it 
often looms up oa the canvas as the 
shadow of oviL While. on the con- 
trary. is tint hue of innocence and 
virginal puritr. Th-> priests of an- 
tiquity wore white vestment*, and, un- 
consciously, a mother dresses her new- 
born bain- in clothing of the same 
sqmtless hue. While horses were 
sacrificed to the sun by the Egyptian 
priests. — S’. F. Prcft. 

SOME RA.tE COINS.

“Do you know what a good many 
lmuk tel!ci> and meo who handle large 
amounts of gold and silver coins do at 
the close of the day?” queried a former 

bank clerk. 

•Go home, probably?” 

“Yes; but not until they have looked 
through their metal cash for rare coins." 

••Do they ever find any?” 

•"Certainly they do sometimes though 
not en very often. It is a lottery. The 
fuel that some of the rarest of American 
coins have been picked up in ordinary 
circulation kc--ps their eyes peeled. 
They know values pretty- well, and the 
sanguine cheri-h the hope of uuearth- 
ing oue of the missing dollars of 1804, 
which are worth $ 2 tW each. In fact, as 
high as $.800 has been offered and re- 
fused. The half-dollar of 1802, repre- 
-•■n i.ig Liberty seated, is in circula- 
tion. It i* worth $1.70. The quarter 
of 180:1. w ith ray*, is also occasionally 
me*. It brings 82. Among silver dol- 
lars of recent coinage, the 1858 dollar, 
representing Lib -rty seated, is the most 
valuable. It is worth $15. The dollar 
of 18J8 has a flying eagle on the re- 
verse side. A little worn it would pass 
without notice. It is worth $15. So is 
tlr same coin of 1853. Bath arc in cir- 
culation. The 2-A-cent piece of 1877 ia 
worth $1.50. and of 1878. $1.25. They 
are to be met. though rarely. The valu- 
able dimes and half-dime* were all 
coin -d before 1818. The silver threc- 
ci-nt piece of 1878, with the large slur, 
brings 60 cents; the coppir two-oent 
piece of the same year ia worth the 
same. The flying-eagle cent of 1856 
sells for $1. All the gold coins coined 
prior to 1833 command premiums.” —

He looked a me with a gratified 
surprise and said it was curious no onc 
iiad thought of it. but it seemed to him 
to be not only the simplest hut Iho best 
thing. It w as tried, worked like a charm, 
and theu my friend made application for 
a patent in my name. It was granted, 
machines worn constructed for placing 
tile washers up in the cartridge*, and 
they arc ‘now in general use. I get a 
handsome royalty out of it.”

CAUSES OF N EURALGIA. 

*•■• Pertinent Remark* t’poa n Very 
Painful subject. 

•"l*ain Is the cry of a nerve for pure 
olood,” is the striking explanation of 
neuralgia given by the most original 
uerve pathologist of the present cen- 
tury. Although we can only become 
sensible of pain through our nerves, 
all pain is not neuralgia. This term ia 
applied to a special kind of pain, often 
occurring without any ascertainable 
local cause, but f recently referable to 
certain morbid conditions, the removal 
of which will remove the pain likewise. | 

The nervous system has been aptly 
compared to a telegraph circuiL The 
brain is the central office, from and to 
which the wires — the nerves— lead. The 
nerves, which conduct sensations from 
the various termini to the brain are 
sensitive nerves, those which convey 
impressions from the braiu to the peri- 
phery are nerves of motion. It is the 
first class or sensitive nerves that are 
affected in neuralgia. 

Pressure, inflamatiou or injury of the 
nerves may cause neuralgia. Certain 
poisons circulating in the blood, such 
as the malarial, rheumatic, or gouty 
poison, may also cause iL In other 
cases it is due to simply poverty of the 
blood; these are often extremely diffi- 
cult to relieve, and in many such cases 
good teeth have been sacrificed under 
the belief that the neuralgia was due 
to a decayed molar. 

Any sensitive nerve ia the hotly may 
be the seat of neuralgia. Thus it may 
occur in the scalp, the face, the chest, 
abdominal organs, the thighs, or even 
the feet. The neuralgias of the face 
and head and of the thighs are most 1 
frequent. The first is very liable to be 
a manifestation of malaria, cold or de- 
fective teeth, while sciatica or neural- 
gia of the great sensitive nerve of the 
thigh and leg is often an expression of 
the rheumatic poison. 

A very singular form of neuralgia is 
that affecting the uerves of amputated 
limbs. It not raroly happens that after 
an amputated stump has healed the 
nerves of the stump being compressed 
in the scar, boeome exceedingly pain- 
ful. Curiously tho paiu is not felt in 
the stump, but in tho extremity of the 
limb which has been amputated. In 
one coming under the notice of the wri- 
ter a ntan whose arm had been amputa- 
ted above the elbow referred the exqui- 
site pain he felt to the little finger of the 
amputates! hand years after the opera- 
tion. An old one-legged soldier apply- 
ing for an increase of pension said: 
••He had more pain in the foot which 
ain't, than in the foot which are.” 
This was a terse way of saying that he 
continued to have a pain in the foot 
which he had lost on the battle-field 
many years before. 

The explanation of this consists in 
the fact that the terminal filaments of 
a nerve are iL* most sensitive poiuts; 
they are the “feelers,” the points from 
which tho sensations start on their 
course to the brain, where they give 
notice that something is wrong with its 
outlying districts. When the nerve is 
injured in its continuity the sensation 
is often referred to the terminal ends. 
Every one who has struck his “crazy 
bone — the point above the elbow where 
the ulnar nerve is very superficial and 
easily injured— must have noticed how 
much the sensation was affected in the 
little linger, the pain being often 
greater there than at the point where 
the blow was struck. 

The treatment of neuralgia must be 
guided lij- its causes. If a carious tooth 
is at the end of the painful nerve, it 
•diould lie extracted in order to remove 
lite source of irritation. If the neuralgia 
is rheumatic in origin, the treatment 
must lie directed to the removal of that 
cause. Many sufferers find that the 
habitual wearing of flannel undergar- 
ments will obviate the attacks of their 
old enemy to which they were subject 
at every change of the weather. In 
cases of sciatica swathing the limb in 
flannel dipped in hot water or in spirits 
of turpentine will often cut short an 
attack. 

When the nerve pain is due to ma- 
larial poison or to general depravement 
of the blood, the most brilliant effects 
are secured from the proper use of 
quinine, iron and arsenic. In old 
chronic cases due to inflammation in or 
along the track of the nerve, the per- 
sistent use of electricity will often ef- 
fect a cure. The pr<q>cr use of such a 
potent remedy requires, however, a 
thorough studj" of the different cur- 
rents employed, as it is easy to see 
that harm may bn done by its inju- 
dicious employment. In verj- obstinate 
cases, especially of sciatica, the nerve 
lias been exposed by the surgeon, 
picked np out of its bed and stretched 
with considerable force. In many 
cases this procedure has been com- 
pletely effectual. In others, a piece of 
the nerve has been excisod so as to cut 
off the transmission of painful sanita- 
tions from the seat of disease or injury 
to the brain. This has also sometimes 
result ml in cure. 

When all is done, however, some 
cases will resist the utmost efforts of 
doctor and patient combined. The lat- 
ter can often, by walchiug the efforts 
of deleterious influences, learn to avoid 
them, and thus render the visits of 
the physician unnecessary . — Louis ville 
Cottritr-Jourr.nl.

Now listen to the 
sound it makes. It is not just like rub- 
bing silk, and neither does it resemble 
a paper sound closely. It's a noise that 
is too peculiar to admit of a descrip- 
tion." 

••Do they make counterfeit paper so 
near like the original that you can’t 
tell the difference?” 

“You can't tell by looking at it It 
is only by the sound and touch. Now 
listen to the sound made by this 
counterfeit twenty dollar bill. You 
see, that's a slick noise, something like 
pulliug glar.3d or oiled paper through 
the fingers. A child could tell the 
difference between that bill and a 
genuine oac. But look at it and you 
. will think your eye is on something 
1 that wouid pas* mu -ter for twenty dol- 
lars worth of groceries. ” 

••Who taught you this business?” 

“O. my first lesson was gi. en bv an 
' old man who has been all over this 
country and Europe teaching the busi- 
ness. Ho has in his possession over a 
\ thousand specimens of counterfeit*. 

He obtained them from the authorities 
• of the different Governments. He has 
no peer in the business, and every ex- 
pert in the country owes hi* knowledge 
1 to tnis old ruan.”— Kansat City Star 



PREMEDITATED PAUSES. 

Unexpected Point* Blade by the lardy 
Kndliig of a Sentence, 

A familiar form of premeditated 
pause is often used by badgering coun- 
sel who are wont to pause after each 
word of a question, to give the witness 
an idea that it is of great importance; 
but this rule Is not always effective, as 
the following auccdote will show: 
Counsel — “Now — what — did — you — do 
— when — as— j-on — say — t he — prisoner 
— thre.w — a — beer — g'ass — at — you ?” 
Wi tnes (promptly)— “I dodged." 

Some time ago a joke tumiug upon a j 
premeditated pause appeared in one of | 
the comic papers. The scene is a court- J 
room, and the judge, addressing the j 
prisoner, says: I fear you are a great ! 
rogue. ’ With amazing coolness the 
prisoner says: “Not such a fool, my 

lord, as you" — hero followed a lengthy 
and evidently premeditated pause — 
“take me to be.” This manufactured i 
anecdote was doubtless suggested by 
the speech made bj' Lord George Sack- 
vine during his trial. The words used 
by his lordship were: “I stand here as 

a prisoner unfortunately that gentle- 
man” — indicating the judge — “sit* 
there as my judge.” The result of the 
uon-obsevance of the pause after “un- j 
fortunately” was that Lord George i 
was accused of contempt of court. 

Lord Erskine was in the habit of | 
making a very effective pause in all 
letters applj-ing to solicitations for sub- 
scriptions. He wrote: “Sir: I feel much 
honored by your application to me, and 
I beg to subscribe” — here the reader 
had to turn over the leaf— "niysclf 
your very obedient servant,” etc. 

One of the best instances of this form 
of pause occurred iu a letter received 
by a popular physician. This gentle- 
man was pleased with a certain icrated 
water, and by his recommendations he 
managed to procure for it some ccleh- ! 
rity. For this he expected neither re- j 
ward nor thanks. Imagine his surprise. I 
therefore, when he received one day j 
from the makers of the as rated water j 
an effusive letter, stating that his kind 
recommendations had done so much j 
good that thoj’ ventured to send him 

a hundred Here the pages 

turned over. “This will never do,” 
said the doctor; “it is very kind, but I 
will never think of accepting any 
tiling.” Here he turned the page and 
found the sentence ran: “Of our circu- 
lars for distribution.” 

It is always advisable to hear the end 
of a sentence. A literary man. for In- 
stance, once said to one of his lady 
friends: “Will you accept roy 

hand ” Gushing maiden — “Why. 

er — so sudden — so unexpected.” Lit- 
erary man (proceeding unmoved) — 
"book on political economy?" 

Somewhat similar is a story told ol 
another couple. He: “How bright the 
stars are to-night! They are almost as 

bright as ” She (expecting “your 

eves”): “O. you flatter me!” He (pro- 
ceeding): "They were last night.” 

Lord Palmerston once made use of 
some very effective pauses which he 
could not have prepared beforehand, 
and these are worth quoting in con- 
clusion. While electioneering at Taun- 
toiii he was greatly troubled by a 
butcher who wanted hiui to support a 
certain radical policy. At the end of 
one of his lordship's speeches the butch- 
er called out: “Lord Palmerston, will 
you give me a plain answer to a plain 
question?” 

After a slight pause Lord Palmerston 
replied: “I will.” Tho butcher then 
asked: "Will you or will you not sup- 
port this measure — a radical bill?*' 
Lord Palmerston hesitated and then, 
with a twinkle in his eye, replied: “1 
will ” Then ho stopped. Imme- 

diately the radical* cheered tremen- 
dously. “Nob” continued his lordship. 
Loud conservative cheers. When these 
ceased Lord Palmerston finished his 
sentence— “toll you.” He then imme- 
diately retired. — .Votes and Queries. 

WIGS AND WIG-MAKERS. 

Som« FtcU About th* Art of Manipulat- 
ing Human Hair. 

A barber says that one of the few 
kinds of woman’s work which is not 
overcrowded, and at which competent 
girls can always earn good wages, is 
that which includes tho working, cut- 
ting and general management of the 
human hair. The hair trade is dull 
now. After the holidays people will 
have more time to attend to their hair. 
The average pay of female hairdressers 
is $8 a week. Sometimes it reaches as 
high as $18 per week, and sometimes 
goes down to $5. A girl whf> under- 
stands the business thoroughly can 
command $18 a week anywhere. Om 
hairdresser in this city used to employ 
140 girls, and paid out $700 weekly in 
wages. *■ 

The profit lies ia false hair. Women 
that hare Ihcir hair cut short and are 
tired of it, buy wigs or "switches” to 
wear in the street. Those whose hair 
is poor, or who suffer from baldness, 
wear false hair at all times. Girls who 
confine their attention to hair-working 
alone, earn from $S to $10 a week. It 
is an art that needs skill and no small 
amount of patience and perseverance 
to succeed with. The hair with which 
the wigs are made is collected by com- 
mercial travelers in Germany and 
France. Englaud and Belgium are 
poor markets for hair, not because of 
the scarcity, for both English and Bel- 
gian women have fine hair, but because 
they will not sell iL When collected 
it is put through a cleaning process, 
severe enough to fetch the dirt out of 
an elephant’s hide, and then dyed 
several times over. The best hair- 
dressers never buy hair from the head 
or from private hands. 

Perfectly white hair is rare and com- 
mands almost any price. Natural 
curling is also of considerable value. 
A good wig of white hair costa $40. 
The material of which these wigs are 
made is clipped from the goat and 
seldom from the humsn head. A 
plentcnusly soft silky kind of snow- 
white hair comes from the Angora rab- 
biL A perfectly white and abundant 
wig of human hair would be worth at 
least $1,000. Hair cut from the head 
I after death is never used by any goo-3 
i hairdresser. It can not be used to any 
advantage, as it will neither curl nor 
j twist. Hair can l»e proved by pulling 
: it to its utmost capacity. When 
loosened it will contract to its former 
length. — .V. Y. Muil an l Express.

CONVERSATIONAL BORES. 

Uraluleii InrtlvirlaaU Who Talk Without 
hxprcuing: Thoughts- 
Conversation among persons who are 
very intimate should be the best con- 
versation, as no one need speak unless 
he feels impelled so to do by the stir- 
ring of thought within; but the in- 
veterate small-talker has lost the power 
of distinguishing between the talk that 
expresses thoughts and the talk that 
merely articulates sounds. His idea of 1 
talking is confined to the practice of 
“making” conversation; even iu argu- 
ment he passes much time in repeating 
what lias been said in slightly different 
words; and, when no subject is under 
discussion, and when ho is not gifted 
with high talents, the grotesque artifices 
to which lie Is sometimes reduced would 
be absurd if they were not so irritating. 

If he only talked, and said nothing 
that insi-ted on answers, he might 
more easily be forgiven; but this is 
rarely his way. An irritating small 
talker, who. though in reality 
neither deaf nor absent-minded, eked 
out his speech by insisting on having 
every thiug that was sai.l to him re- 
peated twice, sometimes thrice. I have 
known to repeat his “What was that 
you said?” after he had answered the 
remark that had been made, and when 
this was pointed out to him he only 
smiled the satisfied smile of the small 
talker, who thinks hi* sins merits, and 
does not blush to own them. Such a 
small talker calls these atrocious de- 
linquencies conversational talent, and 
because it i* sometimes necessary t» 
speak idly thinks it is a good deed to 
do so at all times rather than main- 
tain a wholesome silence. BuL indeed, 
others beside these obvious criminals 
gin in speaking idly. 

Small talk has its uses in expressing 
indefinite friendliness, though even this 
would probably be better expressed by 
some inarticulate sound, if we could 
only agree on one; but it should never 
be forgotten that small talk — or talk of 
no consequence— is in itself of les* 
i than no value. and that if on all occa- 
sions, except Utose of necessity, we put 
onr energies to improving our ideas 
rather than to uttering words; in short, 
if we talked less and thought more, we 
and our friends would in all cases be 
much the better for iL —London Queen. 

Japanese Sacred Nuts. 

A quantity of Japanese sacred nuts, 
the first ever brought to this country, 
has just been received at a Broadway 
fruit store. They are called sacred 
from the fact that they are used iu cer- 
tain forms of Japanese worship. The 
nuts are placed on the altar and 
ignited. They burn with a bluish flame 
and give off a peculiar odor. They are 
rici in oil, and the fumes are supposed 
to rise as incenso to the jfods. They 
grow under water, have a leaf like a 
pond lily, nnd are shaped like a steer's 
head, with two projecting horns. Thi* 
resemblance is so great that it is diffi- 
cult to believe that they are not carved. 
In the raw state they are hard and 
tastelesu, but when cooked they have 
the flavor of boiled chestnuts.

A Landmark Burned. 

Squire L. D. Maupiti was in town 
on Thursday aud gave us a history of 
the house of his uncle, Mr. W. L. 
Moore, which hou«e was burned on 
Tuesday- night of last week.

All the contents were 
saved. 

The house stood two and a halt miles 
from Kingston, on tlic Berea turnpike, 
aud was built more than a century ago, 
when this country was a part or Vir- 
ginia, iu consequence of which it was 
known as the “Virginia house.” Di- 
vid Moore, a pioneer, built tiie house, 
and made port boles through which 
to shoot at the Indians.

One day au Indian was seen to creep 
up on the <>p|>osite side of the |>eii and 
peep in at the horse. The old long 
‘ rifle was brought down from the rack, 
but the pen saved the Indiau’s life. 
Nurne rous scenes of early days were 
recalled by Mr. Levi Moore, who wa* 
a son of the pioneer David Moore, and 
father ot Mr. W. L. More, nwnei of 
llie house at Ihe time it wa- burned- 
Thus three generations occupied Hie 
house for a century, and a new house 
will he erected on Ihe site. The old

The lodge room was in the second 
story of a brick house that stood where 
Mrs. Block ton 'a residence now stands. 
During the year, I. D. HtnH.li, Ralph 
Harris, E Cosby, Fred Yeiser, B, N. 
Webster, Cyru* CJ. Miller, J. C Gentry, 
Dudley Welder, John It. Hmilli and 
Cyru* Turner were initiated. Odd 
Fellowship w ns t lieu only twenty four 
years out iu die Uuiltsl »tates and in 

K. ldurk* lh--ie wel'e. *liif*e I. Hikes ill 
Loni-vilh-, aoil .me each at < t.ivlnglo.i, 
Maysville, Henderson, Frankfort, 
Lexington, Nicholasville, Danville and 
Lancaster. Besides these, two had 
susjieiided elsewhere, making Rich- 
mond No. 14. One of tiie first subjects 
discussed iu tiie new lodge was a pro- 
cession and dinner. The minutes, 
Which seem to have been kept mainly 
by Mr. S. K. Turner, make frequeut 
mention of “our approaching proces- 
sion.” It occurred on the 18th of 
August, 1843, and Mr. David Irvine 
Field was chief marshal. Mr. Craw- 
ford, ol Niciiolasville, delivered tiie 
oration. As tne procession moved 
down street, it is said “Aunt” Polly 
Websler, who died not loug ago at 
the advance*] age of 90 years, was 
standing in tier door, and seeing her 
sou, exclaimed : “ Why, law me, 
Ben joined just the other day, and 
now he is at the head of the proces- 
sion.” The dinner was spread by the 
late John I*. Ballard, or “Uncle Jack." 
Before the year 1848, M D. Waineoott, 
Win. M. Irvine aud Dr. F. J. Dicker- 
sou hint joined. In 1871 the member- 
ship had reached 86, but witliin the 
succeeding nine years dropped to only 
26 members. But llie wasting ener- 
gies were recuperated, and now tiie 
odge bas 80 membeis, tile highest 
number ever attained. Madison Lodge 
No. 14 lias furnished two Grand Mas- 
ters, tiie late Edward W. Turner and 
Maj. A. J. Reed, the latter of whom 
is ihe youngest Graud Master the 
State lias ever had. The lodge has 
furnished three Graud Marshals — Hon. 
R. E. Little, deceased, Squire D. P. 
Armer and W. B. While. From 1870 
to llie present, Madison lodge has 
paid out iu charities, $2,359— to relief, 
$1,029, to widows and orphans, $849, 
to burial of dead, $349, and to inciden- 
tals, $141. The widows and orphans 
fond uow amounts to $5,000. Tiie late 
Mr. W. S. Hume is credited with 
being the chief promoter of that fund. 
Recently the degree of The Daughters 
of Rebckuh has been added to Madi. 
sou Lodge, is composed of the wives 
and daughters of Old Fellows, and 
numbers 20 in membership.

The majority In Richmond piecinct 
D seen to lie 880. The proposition 
therefore was defeated in the precincts 
outside of Richmond preciuct, by the 
small majorliy of 68. But the pro|x>- 
■Ition carried iu the county, outside of 
the limits of Richmond. In fact it 
carried by such an overwhelming ma- 
jority that had no man In Richmond 
voted for the road there would never- 
theless have been a majority for tiie 
road. 

The glade precinct gave the largest 
majority of any precinct in the county 
against the road, yet there were near- 
ly as many votes in Glade for tiie road 
a* there were in Richmond precinct 
agalust the road. Glade precinct lias 
gotten the past fiscal year, from the 
county. $6,000 for turnpikes, and wants 
$11,000 the present fiscal year- Glude 
precinct bas tiie only iron biidge ill 
the county built by the county. Rich- 
mond precinct has not had a dollar 
for tweuty years for a turnpike or 
bridge, yet she pays teu times as much 
lax as Glade. Elliston and million, 
the portions of tiie county, aloug with 
Richuioud precinct, through which 
the proposed road w ill most likely run, 
have received little aid from the comi- 
ty, but have been paying tax with 
which to build roads and bridges in 
Glade. It does seem to us that Glade 
ought to have exhibited a more gener- 
ous spirit toward her friends. 

Had the election occurred a week 
later, Ihe nmjorlty would have been 
nearer 2,000 than 812. There Is no 
doubt that mooey was sent luto the 
Cotiuty to defeat the proposition, and 
as the idea gaiued circulation that 
other railroads were sending money 
here to defeat the prn|M>*e*l road, Ihe 
question presented it-elt to the people 
— “are our • Interests llie same as those 
oilier roads?” and th“ answer could 
not he otherwise than "No.” 

Now that the proposition has carried, 
tiie question arises, “will the road he 
built i” Every Indication points to 
an early beginning. While we have 
not heard what the plpns of the build- 
ers are, we should think that work 
would begiu at Niciiolasville and pro- 
ceed simultaneously toward both Rich- 
mond aud Lawrenceburg, and another 
force at Dawreuceburg would work 
towards Nicholasville. In that way 
the supplies could be hauled over the 
Iiouisville Southern from Louisville io 
Harrndsburg, thence over the Ciocin' 
uati Southern to Nicholasville. 

A letter from Judge Richards, attor- 
ney for the L iuisville Southern, says 
no time will be lost ill going to work 
ou the road.

The dealers chii sell it 
without prescription as they i-lmose, 
aud I do uot see how it is lo be regu- 
lated by law, as was suggested iu New 
York the oilier day. 

John Jamieson, aged 95 years, and a 
soldier of 1812, whs horn in I-exiugton, 
Ky., on October 25th, 1793, and died at 
Batavia, Ohio, April 19, 1888. His 
grandfather emigrated about the year 
1750 from Edinburg, Kcotland, tu 
Philadelphia, Pa. His cliildreu scat- 
tered to the (South und West. Hamuei 
Jamiesou, the father of John Jamie- 
son, settled at Lexington, Ky., about 
1786, and was there married. About 
1795 he removed lo Cyulliiaiia. Ky., 
aud there opened a hotel. Iu 1807 the 
hotel was burned, aud shortly after- 
wards Samuel Jamiesou and liis wife 
died — aud are buried in (he old grave- 
yard at Cyuihiaua, Ky. John Jamie- 
sou being left an nipliuu iu his boy- 
hood, was apprenticed to learn his 
trade there. When (lie war of 1812 
broke out lie enlisted in (lie army aud 
remained iu it iiutil t lie clime ol t lie 
war, aud was the last survivor of a 
regiment of 74<) men at the time of hie 
death. He was in mauy buttles with 
the British soldiers and Iudiaus, aud 
bad many narrow escapes. 

Two weeks ago, Richard Hunt and 
A. G. Owens had a tight with pistols, 
ill Bath county, over a woman, aud 
Hunt shot Owens between the eyes 
witli a 38- calibre pistol, aud I lie hall 
penetrated a depth of five inches. 
Owens baiely felt (tie shot, aud walk- 
ed home, a distance of several miles. 
A day or two afterwards, he had an 
impression that Hie ball had bulged 
just under (lie skin, and sent for a 
doctor to cut it out. But the doetor 
probed Hie wound at least four inches 
into Hie man’s head, and in doing so 
took out at least a spisnilul of brains, 
hut without finding the bullet. Still 
Owens bail felt uo pain, felt no incon- 
venience from Hie wound, and con- 
tinued liis daily occupation, eating 
and sleeping as a perfectly healthy 
roan for nearly two weens On Hie 
day of his death Owens was seized 
with a drowsiness, and. lying down 
upou liis he<l, died as gently and us 
peacefully as one going off into « sleep, 
and without disturbing .those around 
him. Both Owii.gs aud Hunt were | 
hard working farmers. Hunt claims I 
self-defense and has surrendered to 
Hie authorities. — News. 

The Commonwealth's Attorney. 

Senator Alford lias talked about 
making the race for Common- 
wealth's Attorney in the event of the 
resignation of Hon. C. J. Bronston aud , 
the salary of Hie office increased. As 
there is nothing very certain about 
either, the statement that lie is a can- 
didate is merely & rumor.
